MEMOIR OF RHODE ISLAND.

r r N o T i . —T his Note sboald have been 
added to tile History published last week. 
In 
a manuscript 
of Governor 
Joseph 
Jenck’s wrote near fifty years ago, says, 
"M r. Heinies we* whipt thirty stripes, ami 
in such sn unmerciful manner, that iii ma­ 
ny days, if not some weeks, he could take 
no rest but as he lay upon his kuees and 
elbows, not being able lo suffer any part 
of hi* body to touch the bed whereon he lay. 
But Mr. Clarke being a scholar bred, a 
friend of his, paid his fine. 
Governor Coddington returned to Rhode- 
Island with his commission and the two 
of Newport and Portsmouth submitted to 
his G overnm ent.— There was, however, t 
strong party opposed lo him, especially iii 
Newport, at the head of which 
was Mr. 
John Clarke ss appears by an engagement 
entered into, and a request to Mr. Clarke 
as follows, viz : 


“ W e whose names are here underwrit­ 
ten,! being resolved to make our address 
unto the parliament of Kuglaiid in point of 
our lands, aud liberties, do earnestly de­ 
sire those six men that were last chosen, 
the council of the town of Newport, and 
such as they shall consult with, to improve 
their best abilities for the managing there­ 


o f : 
W e also do earnestly 
request Mr 
John Clarke to do hi? utmost endeavor? in 
soliciting our caute in Kuglaiid : 
And we 
do hereby engage ourselves to the utmost 
of our estates lo assist them, being resolved 
in the mean tune peaceably to yield all 
due subjection unto the present power set 
over us. 
W itness our hand? the lflih of 
our Lord God, B iol.— He sailed lur Eng­ 
land the next mouth. 


A little look back will give a more clear 
and just view of the important concerns of 
Mr. W illiams’ agency at Ahi* lime. 
W hen 
Commissioner* of the united ct.bonus met 
st Plymouth September 7, It>48* Mr. Cud- 
dmgton and Cspt. Partridge tried fora con- 


Colonies at 
New-Haveo, " September 4, 
IC dl, they received the following letter, 


viz: 
"M ay it pleeee the honored committee 
to take knowledge that we the inhabitants 
of S litwoinet alias W arwick, having un­ 
dergone divers oppression Sc wrongs, •- 
mounting to great damage since we first 
passed this place, being forced thereby to 
seek to that honorable state of Old Bogland 
for relief, which did inevitably draw great 
charge upou us, to the further impairing of 
our estates, aud finding favor for address, 
were willing to wail for that time (in re­ 
gard to the great troubles and employ­ 
m ent that then lay ou that stale) and nth I 
leaser wrongs we then underwent so that 
we might be replaced in aud npon this our 
purchased possession, and enjoy it for lime 
to come, without disturbanceor molestation 
by those from whom we had formerly suf­ 
fered. 
But since our gracious grant from 
the honorable parliament i ii replacing of us 
in ibis place, we have been and daily are 
pressed w-ith intolerable grievances, to the 
eating up of our labors, and wasting of our 
estates making our lives, together with our 
wives and children, bitter and uncomforta­ 
ble, insomuch, the groaning under our bur- 
I liens, we are constrained to make our ad­ 
dress to (he honorable parliament and suite, 
once again, lo make our just complaint a- 
gainst our causeless molestnrs, who by 
themselves and their agents, are the only 
cause of his rc-Tttering of our distressed 
condition. 
May it please therefore this 
honored assembly, to lake 
notice of our 
solemn intelligence (given unto you aa the 
moat public authorised society appertaining 
unto, and instituted in the muled Colonie*, 


whom our complaint* do concern) that wa 
are now preparing onr-elvea with all con­ 
venient sjreed for Old England, to make our 
grievance* known again to the state which 
fall upon us by reason that the order of par­ 
liament concerning urn lieth nor the enjoy­ 
ment of our granted privileges permitted 
to us that we are es it were bought 
and 
•old from one patent and jurisdiction to an­ 
other. 
iii that we have been prohibited 
and charged to aquil tbia place ainee the 
federacy with th em , but w ere den ied it. 
of parliament riven out and known 
unless they would come iii a? part of Plym­ 
outh colony. 
Mr. Henry Bull then soul 
plained to them, that some Narragansett 
Indiana had l>eat hun, and done him other 
injuries; and Mr. John Smith assistant for 
W arw ick, sent a writing by Mr. Holden 
and W arner, in the behalf of the whole 
town, "w herein they complain, among oth­ 
er things, of divers injuries, insolence* and 
affront* offered them by the Indians that 
ara about them aud near 
inhabitants lo 
them, as uauiely, k Ring their cattle, about 
IU) hogs, abusing their servant* when they 
lake them alone sometimes m aking violent 
entrance into their house*, aud striking 
the masters thereof, stealing and purloining 
their goods, and hereupon do earnestly de­ 
sire to know the mind* of the commission­ 
ers herein, and to receive advice from 
them ." 
Upon which the commissioner* 
gave them a writing to the sachem? and 
others to warn them "to prevent and ab­ 
stain from all such miscarriages for the fu­ 
ture, and if any of them receive any injury 
from the English, upon complaint in due 
place and order*, satisfaction shall be en­ 
deavored them according to justice, as the 
like will be expected from them ." 
W hen 
the commissioners met at Boston, July ‘23d, 
H ill): 
W arwick wrote again to them , 
but they refuted to do anything 
for their 
defence, till they could 
find 
under what 
colony their plantation fell, and it wa* 
then disputed whether 
it 
belonged 
to 
the M assachusetts, or Plymouth, anti they 
advised the latter to take it. 
W hen the 
Commissioners met 
again st 
H artford, 
September 5th, 1650, they received a letter 
from Mr. Easton president, in the name of 
the council of that Colony, in which he de­ 
clared, that, "R hode Island and W arwick 
were combined and bound mutually to sup­ 
port one another." 
Upou this the com­ 
missioners mention a former article of ad­ 
vice which they bad received from 
the 
honorable committee of parliam ent, "th ai 
on this and like cases the bounds of patent* 
should be first set out by a jury, of unto 
(treated persons, aud that ail ^habiting 
within the limns vt set forth, should fait 
under the government established 
by pa­ 
tent.” 
But instead of following this direc­ 
tion, after mentioning that the inhabitant* 
of W arwick claimed an 
interest iu 
Mr, 


to the contrary. 
In that are hate frnd war­ 
rants sent us, lo summon us lo the Mass­ 
achusetts court, and 
officers 
employed 
amongst us for that purpose. 
Iu the** bar­ 
barous Indiana about us, with evil minded 
English mixed among us, under pretence 
of some former personal subjection to the 
government of tile Massachusetts counte­ 
nancing of tliem, cease not to kill our cat­ 
tle, offer violence to our families, vilify au­ 
thority of parliament vouchsafed 
to ua, 
justifying their practice* with many menac­ 
es and threatening*, as beotg under the 
protection of the Massachusetts.
